be ‘paid in settlement of all other, 
claims of the provinces for compen- | 
sation for lands alienated. 


It igs not to be expected that the 
lump sums to be paid in lieu of; 
lands alienated will be very large, 
but they would probably be big 
enough to enable the provincial gov- 
ernments to organize land depart- 
ments. without straining their fin 
ancial resources or going into debt. 


These new proposals are the most) | 
generous of any settlement of the; 


question so far proposed by the | 
Dominion government and there is | 
every anticipation they will be ac-j 


cepted by the respective provincial | 
governments and legislatures. 


Premier J. E. Brownlee, of Alberta, | 
already is on his way back to Al- | 
berta with the new proposals, which’ 
will be disclosed at a cabinet meet | 
ing in Edmonton.
